The reading of the minutes of a 
number of preceding meetings was 
dispensed with, approved and the pay­ 
ment of a bill of $2 5.1 from Andv Wat­ 
son for supplies w is ordered paid 
The secretary then re id a memorial

Epworth League, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, asking th at the 
b >ard rescind their action on the read­ 
ing of the Bible in the public schools 
The memorial 
was 
couched in 
language th a t brought forth expres­ 
sions of approval from the members of 
the board.
